When Jack 
O'Brien, of Philadelphia, went to England recently, he 
was authorized by Harry Pollock, Young Corbett’s 
manager, to see if he could induce the Englishman to 
meet the Denver man. O’Brien saw Jordan and It is 
understood that all negotiations for the match have 
been completed. 

If the match is to be decided it will take place before 
the Yosemite A.C. in October or November. Some 
time ago this organization offered a purse of $7,000 for 
the scrap, and it may go as high as $10,000. 

Jordan will receive liberal expenses to come here, 
and the club may allow him $1,000, which he has al- 
ready asked, Jordan is one of the best pugilistic 
products England has turned out in years, but whether 
he will meet Corbett at 126 pounds, as the American 
suggests, is another matter. Jordan is nominally a 
124-pounder, and has been known to fight at less weight 
than this. The alluring offer and expense money may 
induce him to agree to any reasonable terms.

with each one confident of success. Both men had 


floor and pinched and otherwise examined the 


bandages Corbett wears. The bandages were pro- 


nounced all right. When Corbett threw off bis bath 


robe Jeffries bent bis head and eyed him critically 


| across the ring. 


Both looked fit and in fine condition and after a 
short consultation in the centre of the ring, retreated 
to their corners at the sound of the gong at 9:30, 


THE FIGHT BY ROUNDS. 


Round 1—They came to the centre, Jeff feinting and 
Corbett stepping lively. Jeff swung left over Jim's 
head. Jim came in quickly to a clinch, and they were 
very slow about breaking. Jeff put light left to Jim’s 
ribs. Jim put right over the heart and clinched, Cor- 
bett stayed close In and put bard short-arm right on 
the body. They were exceedingly careful in the break. 
Jeff forced his man across the ring and put left on the 
body. 

Corbett did very little footwork, but stayed close and 
put two rights solidly over the heart. Jeff missed right 
for the body, but put it on the chest lightly. As they 
broke Corbett quickly stepped up and put right to the 
heart. 


Round 2—Jeff came up quickly, missed left for head | 


and they came to a clinch, They would not break. 
Jim claiming Jeff was holding on. In the break Jeff 
swung left on back of the head lightly. Corbett fafled 
thus far to land a single left-hand blow. He attempted 
it but was too closein. Jeff forced him to the ropes, 
coming dangerously near the jaw with a left hook. 
They immediately came into a clinch in the break of 
which Corbett hooked a smashing left to the jaw. Cor- 
bett sent in left and right to the body, but got left hook 
onthe head. Jeffries came on quickly, but Corbett 
clinched. Corbett sent in a peculiar right-hand half- 
uppercut for the jaw, but was a trifle low. They 
fought carefully to the end. Jeff showed improve- 





adopted new ring tactics—Corbett went to his man and | 
fought him, which was equivalent to banding Jefiries 
the purse on a gold plate. The Los Angeles man was | 
born to fight that way, and swapping blows is his long 
suit He showed it by putting Corbett down four times, 

But Jeffries didn’t wait for Cor! ett, willing as the | 
ex-champion was, for he surprised the old-timers at | 
the ringside by doing a little rushing himself instead of 
playing his usual waiting game. So this fight was 
directly opposite to the tactics exhibited when they met 
at Coney Island in their previous encounter. 

Corbett’s best punch was a right tothe heart, which 
He did 
put his famous left into commission until the third | 


he usually landed without a return. not 
round, and it did little execution. 

He was not knocked out in the full sense of the word. 
He was saved that final blow when Tommy Ryan 
jumped into the ring, as he lay writhing on the floor, 
with Referee Eddie Graney counting him out, and 
throwing up the sponge. 

The men entered the ring in Mechanics Pavilion 
shortly after 9:15. The seconds were: For Corbett— 
Tommy Ryan, Yank Kenny, Tom Corbett, Sam Ber- 
ger, Professor Dare. For Jeffries-—Billy Delaney, Jack 
Jeffries, Bob Fitzsimmons and Joe Kennedy. 

Corbett shook hands with Jeffries and also Billy De- 
laney. Referee Graney put in an appearance and 
shook hands with both. Corbett and Jeffries seemed 
to be thoroughly at their ease. When Billy Jordan in- 
troduced Corbett there was tumultuous applause. Jef- 
fries received a similar greeting. 

Jeftries shook hands with friends through the ropes. 
He held up his left band with the fingers extended as if 
in answer to a question, theapparent intimation being 
that he would win in five rounds, 

Fitzsimmons and Eddie Graney inspected bandages 
on Corbett’s hands, Jeffries meanwhile standing in his 
angle of the ring with his elbows resting on the ropes. 


Jeffnes himself took a notion and stalked across the 
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ment in speed and cleverness. 


Round 3—Both came to the centre, Jeff missing a left 
and Corbett clinching. Jeff hooked left to the neck 
and Corbett jolted him over the ribs with short right. 
Corbett increased his speed somewhat and bad to run 
toavoidarush. He turned quickly and put right over

at him and lands right to heart. Corbett looks anxious 
as the bell rings, and it was a welcome sound. 


Round 5—Police Captain Mooney entered the ring to 
look at Jeffries’ glove. Fitzsimmons and Ryan went 
to Jeff's corner and cut the glove off. Another was 
immediately substituted. but not until thirty seconds 
of the fifth round had expired. Jeft fought for the 
body, Corbett doing some fast stepping to keep away. 
Corbett did not seem to have a bit of force behind his 
left hooks and alternated with a short right over the 
heart, which seemed to be the best he had. Jeff stood 
up straight and hooked Jim twice in the stomach. 


| Corbett put the best blow thus far on Jeffries’ ribs, but

gota left on the neck in return. Jeff put a hard hook 
on Corbett’s jaw, following it up with left and right for 
the body. Corbett held on and the gong rang. Cor- 
bett seemed tired. He did not seem to have any force 
behind his blows. His old cutting left stabs were not 
in evidence. 

Round 6—Jeffries took his crouching position for an 
instant and put lefton the head. He then stood straight 
and put left onthe chin. Corbett went down for nine 
He got up and stalled for a moment then 
clinched. He took left on the body and another on the 
head, but fought back gamely. He crossed before Jeff 
with right to the Jaw, but without damage. Fighting 
at close quarters, Corbett uppercut Jeff to the chin. 


Round 7—Jeff went after Corbett fiercely. Corbett 
used his feet to good advantage at this stage. He tried 
to use his one lightning left, but 1t was a lame excuse, 
He came in quickly and sent his right to the beart, but 
Jeff came back with his left on the body. Corbett was 
holding on, saying ‘“‘He can’t knock me out!” “Go 
on, Jim, see if you can knock’me out!" They clinched 
repeatedly. Corbett landed several short-arm lefts and 
rights on the head. As quickly as they came into a 
break Jeff was on top of him, forcing him toa clinch. 
Corbett took a left to the head and uppercut to the 
chin, Corbett was fighting faster on his feet at this 
stage, using his fancy boxing tactics, but they were of 
no use against bis burly opponent. 


Round 8—Corbett staggered Jeffries with a left to the 
nose and ducked Jeffries’ left. Jeff hooked right to 
body, Corbett sending in half a dozen lefts and rights 
on Jeffries’ face, which he accepted pleasantly. Jef- 
fries was coming toward his man all the time, and in a 
breaxaway almost landed right on the jaw. Jeff put 
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hard left to the body, got two lefts, one on the face, 
and came back with left on the head, Corbett en- 
deavored to stab Jeff in the eyes, but thus far his blows 
had not raised alump. Corbett fought cleverly at this 
stage, sending in half a dozen lefts and rights on the 
jaw. He seemed to improve, and the crowd was in a 
state of wild excitement. This was Corbett’s round. 
He has changed his style and is using some of his old- 
time cleverness in ducking and blocking. 

Corbett’s left cheek showed a lump from one of Jefl's 
short-arm biows. Jeff had a similar mark. Jeff 
hooked left to the body and the referee had trouble in 
separating them. At the close Corbett stabbed Jeft's 
mouth with his left three times, but they were weax 
efforts. 


Round 9—Jeff came at Corbett with a rush like that 
of a mad bull, Corbett put left on the face and avoided 
areturn. Jefi leaned heavily on Corbett in the clinch. 
Corbett seemed as strong as ever and there was a long 
series of clinches, Corbett put three rights on the body 
at close quarters. He hooked Jeff on the jaw three 
times with left and crossed with right. He blocked 
Jeft's efforts and at close quarters put three rights on 
the body and one on the jaw. He repeatedly stabbed 
Jeff on the mouth with lefts, 


Round 10—Jefiries stood straight up and came after 
his man without hesitation. Corbett seemed to be 
making a waiting fight. They exchanged lefts to the 
face and Jeftries made a vicious effort. Jeffries sent a 

™ hook to t* wilte. and Corvett went down for 
nine se.vuus, He got up and received a leftin the 
stomach and right on the Jaw. He went down and 
after the count of seven Tommy Ryan threw up the 
sponge. Corbett was suffering pain and a chair was 
brought for him. After a minute’s rest he recovered 
and got up and shook hands with Jeff.
